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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ennerdale  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical  Ofhcer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1949. 

The  statistics  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  and,  on  a general  review, 
one  might  say  that  they  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  mid- 
year again  showed  a considerable  increase  (860)  which  reflects 
the  greater  amount  of  industry  now  in  the  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  down  somewhat — by  1.9  in  fact — but 
this  feature  was  common  to  the  country  as  a whole,  and  as 
the  Rate  for  Ennerdale  is  still  2.7  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  Ennerdale  has  maintained  its  position  in  this 
respect. 

Deaths  were  slightly  fewer,  the  Rate  falling  by  0.5,  and 
at  12.0  per  thousand  it  approximates  closely  to  the  rate  for  the 
whole  country  which  was  11.7. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate — or  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births — was  also 
most  satisfactory,  being  eight  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  at  35  was  only  3 per  thousand  over  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales.  This  constitutes  a best  ever  record  for  the  district 
just  as  does  the  figure  for  the  whole  country. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Diseases  which  together  accounted  for  143  or  41%  of  all 
deaths;  Cancer  58,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other  Respira- 
tory Diseases  39,  and  Tuberculosis  24. 


Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  showed  a very  welcome  drop — 
from  41  in  the  previous  year — but  even  at  ihis  hgure  the  rate 
per  thousand  of  population  is  still  almost  double  the  rate  for 
the  country  as  a whole.  There  is  great  need  for  a more  ample 
provision  of  Sanatorium  beds  so  that  cases  may  be  admitted 
much  sooner  after  they  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
Authority.  The  Local  Authority  has  made  representations  on 
this  score  and  has  received  an  assurance  that  the  Hospital 
Executive  Committee  is  doing  everything  possible  to  improve 
the  position. 

With  regard  to  other  notifiable  diseases,  the  record  of  the 
year  was  particularly  good  and  it  may  be  seen  from  the  part 
of  the  report  dealing  with  these  diseases  in  detail  that  the 
incidence  rate  per  thousand  of  population  in  the  District  was 
generally  lower  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole 
country. 

Housing  continues  to  be  the  outstanding  problem.  During 
the  year,  180  houses  were  completed.  Most  of  these  go  to 
families  who  have  been  living  in  with  relatives  under  over- 
crowded conditions,  and  as  the  total  number  would  do  little, 
if  anything,  more  than  keep  pace  with  what  might  be  termed 
the  natural  obsolescence  rate  of  properties,  it  is  obvious  that 
until  such  time  as  the  Council  can  afford  to  build  expressly 
for  slum  clearance,  and  at  a much  accelerated  pace,  the 
problem  of  dealing  with  unfit  properties  will  remain  insoluble 
and  will  in  fact  get  steadily  worse.  Until  such  time  as  the 
Council  can  resume  slum  clearance  on  bold  and  vigorous  lines 
the  plain  truth  is  that  nothing  effective  can  be  done  about  unfit 
houses. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Sanitary  Staff 
for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  to  the  officials  of  all  other 
departments  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
for  their  continued  interest  and  support  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  health  of  the  community.

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  566 — 
271  males  and  295  females — of  whom  18 — 7 males  and  ii 
females — were  illegitimate.  The  number  shows  a decrease  of 
37.  The  Birth  Rate  was  19.4  per  1,000  of  population,  a figure 
which  is  1.9  lower  than  for  the  previous  year,  but  still  2.7  over 
the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.

The  nett  deaths  for  the  District  after  making  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  i.e.,  after  adding  the  number 
of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  but  were  normally 
resident  in  the  District,  and  deducting  those  who  died  in  the 
District  but  were  normally  resident  outside,  numbered  349 — 
183  male  and  166  female — a decrease  of  4 compared  with  the 
number  for  the  previous  year. 


This  gives  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  12.0  as  compared  with 
12.5  for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  0.5  as  compared  with 
an  increase  of  0.9  for  the  country  as  a whole. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System  143,  Cancer  58,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis, 
and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  39,  and  Tuberculosis  24.

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
20 — 14  male  and  6 female.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  35,  which  is  8 less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year, 
and  is  the  best  rate  ever  recorded  for  the  District.  Six  of  the 
twenty  deaths  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period,  i.e.,  within 
one  month  of  birth. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Prematurity  and  Congenital  , 
Defects  which  together  accounted  for  8 and  Respiratory 
Diseases  which  accounted  for  7.  The  Mortality  Rate  for  male 
children  was  52,  and  for  female  children  was  20.

B. —GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


I— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

A list  of  these,  as  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report.  Mr.  Brown  retired  on  the  8th 
November,  1949,  and  Mr.  Buttery  was  acting  as  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


IT— SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  and  milk  samples  are  examined  at  the 
Cumberland  Laboratory,  Carlisle,  which  operates  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service.  Under  this  service,  the  Bac- 
teriology necessary  for  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control 
of  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  without  charge  to  the  Local 
Authority,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Under  the  same  scheme,  samples  of  milk  taken  on  their 
way  to  the  consumer  are  examined  free  of  charge.  Water 
samples  are  examined  by  Mr.  C.  J.  H.  Stock,  County  Analyst, 
Darlington. 

C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

A full  report  on  the  Sanitary  work  of  the  year  has  been 
submitted  and  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


D.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

I. —NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE,  OTHER  THAN  TUBER- 
CULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1949,  are  shown  by  age,  admis- 
sion to  hospital,  and  deaths,  in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Measles  and  some  Whooping  Cough  continued  over  the 
early  months  of  the  year  from  the  outbreak  of  the  previous 
autumn,  and  there  was  also  a small  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Otherwise  the  District  was  very 
free  from  notifiable  diseases. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEA'R. 
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All  these  cases  were  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  giving  a rate  of  0.38  per  1,000  of  population,  compared 
with  1.63  for  England  and  Wales.  No  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospital,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  since  the  custom  of  sending  every  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  to  hospital  has  been  broken  down  in  the  District, 
the  number  of  cases  notified  annually  has  decreased. 

Diphtheria. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  giving  a rate  of  0.03 
per  1,000  of  population  as  compared  with  0.04  for  the  whole 
country.  There  were  no  deaths. 


DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  was  commenced 
under  local  arrangements  in  1936. 

The  County  Council  is  now  the  responsible  authority  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  I am  indebted  to  the 
Divisional  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information  necessary 
to  continue  giving  details  of  the  present  position  and  the  Table 
on  page  ? ? 

During  1949  a total  of  730  new  immunisations  were  com- 
pleted— 498  in  the  0-5  years-of-age  group,  and  232  in  the  5-15 
years-of-age  group. 

In  addition,  929  children  were  re-immunised.  Re- 
immunisation is  available  for  children,  who  have  been  im- 
munised in  infanc}/  and  are  now  beginning  school,  and  for 
older  children  whose  immunisation  was  done  more  than  four 
years  ago. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  scheme 
was  begun  locally  in  1936,  has  now  reached  the  total  of  9,606, 
and  these  are  shown  by  ages  at  the  time  of  their  original  im- 
munisation in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Percentages  of  Child  Population  Immunised. 

{a)  0-5  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1945-1949  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1949,  and 
of  whom  the  Authority  has  details,  was  1,516,  a nett  gain  for 
the  year  of  105.  The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a figure 
of  2,641  for  this  group,  which  gives  a percentage  of  57,  which 
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is  two  better  than  the  figure  for  1948,  but  is  still  too  low  to 
confer  effective  protection  to  the  pre-school  population.  Im- 
munisation is  given  free  at  the  County  Welfare  Clinics  and  it 
'is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  parents  are  still  so  apathetic  as 
to  neglect  this  most  vital  protection. 

(6)  5-15  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1935-1944  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1949,  of 
whom  the  Authority  has  details  was  4,274,  195  more  than  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  For  this  group  the  Registrar- 
General  has  supplied  a figure  of  4,709,  which  gives  a percentage 
of  91 — 3 higher  than  the  figure  for  1948. 

(c)  Over  15  years  of  age. 

The  number  over  15  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1949,  who  have  been  immunised  was  3,816,  in  addition  to 
whom  1,168  were  immunised  under  County  arrangements  in 
1936,  in  the  then  age-groups  11-14,  in  connection  with  atten- 
dance at  school  camps,  but  the  Local  Authority  has  no  details 
of  these  and  they  are  not  included  in  the  Table. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Persons  Inoculated  Each  Year  1936 — 1949. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  all  being  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital.  This  gives 
a rate  per  i,ooo  total  births  of  5.15,  as  compared  with  6.31  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  were  two  maternal  deaths — both 
from  “other  causes.’" 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 

No  case  was  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

Eight  cases  of  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 
were  notified.  The  rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  0.27  as 
compared  with  0.80  for  the  country  as  a whole.  There  were 
12  deaths — four  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Erysipelas. 

Three  cases  were  notified  giving  a rate  of  o.io  per  i,000 
of  population  compared  with  0.19  for  the  whole  country. 

Measles. 

Eighty-five  cases  were  notified  as  against  380  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  2.92  per  1,000  of  population  com- 
pared with  8.95  for  the  whole  country.  There  was  one  death. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Forty-five  cases  were  notified  as  against  62  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  1.55  per  1,000  of  population  com- 
pared with  2.39  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified,  but  there  was  one  death.  This 
was  a child  who  was  removed  to  Crozier  Lodge,  Carlisle,  as  a 
suspected  case  of  Poliomyelitis.  Unfortunately  the  child  died 
before  reaching  hospital  and  a diagnosis  of  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  was  made  post-mortem. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  and  confirmed.  Actually  twelve 
persons  were  sent  to  hospital  as  suspected  Poliomyelitis  cases, 
but  six  were  returned  “diagnosis  not  confirmed.”  The  rate 
for  confirmed  cases  was  0.21  per  1,000  as  compared  with  0.14 
for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  six  confirmed  cases,  four  were 
reported  to  be  abortive  without  paralysis,  one  showed  con- 
siderable paralysis  of  arms  and  legs,  and  one  paralysis  of  left 
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shoulder  muscles.  The  former  of  these  two  was  transferred  to 
a General  Hospital  near  her  home,  which  was  outside  the 
county,  and  the  latter  was  at  home  receiving  after-treatment 
through  her  medical  attendant  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  ages  of  the  confirmed  cases  were  lo,  i8,  23,  30,  34, 
and  37  years,  and  the  sexes  were  equally  divided.  The  dis- 
tribution by  parishes  was  St.  Bridget’s  3,  and  Egremont,  Gos- 
forth,  and  St.  John’s  one  each.  In  addition  to  these  an  infant 
was  admitted  to  Whitehaven  Hospital  and  died  there,  the  cause 
of  death  being  certified  as  Polioencephalitis.  The  case  was  not 
notified,  the  first  intimation  of  it  being  its  appearance  in  the 
Registrar’s  death  returns. 

II.— CANCER. 

There  were  58  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1949 — 33  males 
and  25  females — giving  a Mortality  Rate  of  1.99  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1.87  for  the  country 
as  a whole. 

Deaths  from  this  disease  were  7 more  than  in  the  previous 
year.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1949. 


HOUSING. 

Housing  work,  for  the  main  part,  continues  to  be  extend- 
ing by  persuasive  measures  the  life  of  obsolete  low  category 
houses,  structurally  worn  out,  and  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  for  abatement  of  nuisances.  Defects  properly 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  remain  outstanding  where 
an  owner  does  not  respond  to  persuasive  methods.  Clearance 
is  the  only  solution. 

Where  houses  are  structurally  capable  of  being  made  fit, 
action  under  the  repairs  clauses  of  the  Housing  Acts  is  found 
in  practice  to  be  considerably  restricted  due  to  the  low  average 
rental  within  the  area,  and  until  rents  are  modified  to  meet 
repair  costs  these  conditions  will  remain.  The  most  satisfac- 
tory results  are  obtained  by  tenants  becoming  owner  / occupiers 
and  modernising  the  house  in  which  they  live,  and  in  my 
opinion  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  this  end. 

On  the  Council's  instructions  an  investigation  of  all 
applications  for  Council  houses  has  been  commenced  and  a 
report  on  each  applicant  showing  (a)  overcrowding,  (6)  exis- 
tence of  tuberculosis  in  the  family  and  (c)  condition  of  present 
living  conditions,  will  be  available  for  guidance  of  those  re- 
sponsible for  letting  at  an  early  date.

housing  schemes  in  spite  of  the  continued  shortage  of  materials, 

labour  and  other  difficulties  which  occurred  during  the  year.

laid  for  house  production. 
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FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  HOUSES. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  were  paid  to  ome 
hundred  and  three  houses.  In  each  case  the  occupier  is 
supplied  with  insecticide,  the  loan  of  a spray,  instructed  in 
its  use  and  required  to  cleanse.  By  this  method  the  interest 
of  the  occupier  in  eradication  of  vermin  is  aroused,  as  he  is 
aware  that  he  will  be  called  on  to  carry  out  the  eradication 
and  cleansing,  as  opposed  to  full  service^from  the  Council  and 
apathy.

In  the  above  table  the  standard  taken  as  satisfactory  for 
ungraded  milk  is  that  required  for  graded  milk. 


The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1949  came 
into  operation  on  tho  first  of  October.  From  that  date  super- 
vision of  the  production  of  milk  is  transferred  from  the  Local 
Authority  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  and  con- 
trol of  the  distribution  of  milk  being  retained  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  initial  survey  of  dairy  farms  in  the  area  carried  out 
in  1935/6  showed  that  of  some  four  hundred  cowsheds  and 
dairies,  fifty  of  the  former  and  thirty-one  of  the  latter  could  be 
regarded  as  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order.  The  Order  itself  contained  limited  statutory 
powers,  the  majority  of  the  work  being  carried  out  through 
persuasion  and  co-operation  with  owners  and  farmers.  Subse- 
quently fifty-nine  new  cowsheds  have  been  erected,  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  renovated  to  comply  with  the  Order,  one 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  new  dairies  have  been  built  and 
ninety-five  renovated. 

Under  a joint  scheme  for  sampling  milk  between  the 
Cumberland  County  Council  and  this  Authority,  initially 
worked  out  in  this  area  and  afterwards  adapted  for  the  whole 
county,  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  samples 
have  been  taken.

Fifteen  applications  for  registrations  have  been  considered 
during  the  year  to  sell  ice  cream  by  retail  and  six  to  manu- 
facture and/or  preserve  food,  one  of  each  type  of  application 
being  refused  due  to  the  premises  being  unsuitable. 

It  is  unfortunate  in  my  opinion  that  registration  o^ 
premises  is  limited.  It  requires  little  imagination  to  visualise 
that  premises  may  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  Sec- 
tion 13  and  still  be  quite  unsuitable  for  their  particular  use. 

No  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  inauguration  of 
lectures  on  hygienic  food  production.  In  my  opinion,  more- 
satisfactory  results  are  likely  to  be  obtained  through  personal 
contact  with  management  and  workers  on  the  premises. 

Informal  action  has  been  taken  in  each  case  where  the 
premises  by  reason  of  their  structure  or  facilities  fall  short  of 
the  required  standard.  Washing  facilities  including  running 
hot  water  supplies  have  been  installed  in  thirty- two  cases. 

Eighteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  of  which  seven 
fell  into  Grade  I,  four  Grade  II,  six  Grade  III  and  one  into 
Grade  IV..  The  average  fat  content  was  4.67%.

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CONTROL  OF  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  four  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area,  and 
eight  persons  were  granted  licences  to  station  caravans  for  a 
period  of  six  months.  Forty-nine  inspections  were  made  and 
no  offences  called  for  other  than  verbal  action. 

SHOPS. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  shops  in  the  area 
of  which  two  hundred  and  fifty  inspections  were  made.  Two 
informal  notices  requiring  repairs  to  sanitary  conveniences 
were  completed.  Applications  for  exemption  from  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  lo  were  received  in  respect  of  twelve 
premises,  of  which  eleven  were  granted. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  sources  of  water  supply 
which  as  reported  last  year  are  being  fully  taxed  to  meet  the 
increased  demand  by  new  housing,  the  installation  of  bath- 
rooms in  existing  houses,  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  water 
required  by  local  factories  and  dairy  farms. 

Whitehaven  Corporation  have  received  approval  to  their 
scheme  to  take  more  water  from  Ennerdale  Lake  which  will 
make  available  to  the  Ennerdale  Rural  District  in  1950  one 
million  gallons  per  day  at  Hazelholme  for  the  central  area  in- 
cluding Cleator  Moor,  Cleafor,  Egremont,  and  St.  Bees,  and 
a quarter  of  a million  at  Harras  Moor  for  the  northern  area 
principally  Moresby.  The  laying  of  a length  of  main  from 
Hazelholme  to  Bowthorn  Road  has  been  commenced. 

Tw'o  replacement  schemes  in  the  Rural  District  have  been 
prepared  and  approved  as  follows : (i)  Parish  of  Arlecdon  and 
Frizington  the  laying  of  a new  9-inch  and  7-inch  water  main 
from  High  Leys  Reservoir  to  Griffin  Hotel  corner.  (2)  Parish 
of  Egremont  the  diversion  of  the  trunk  main  from  Wilton 
Reservoir  by  a 12-inch  water  main  from  Grange  to  enter  Egre- 
mont north  of  the  Police  Station  and  continuing  on  to  join  the 
supply  to  Pallaflat  Reservoir  at  How  Bank.  A 7-inch  connec- 
tion will  be  made  to  the  Egremont  service  main  in  the  Main 
Street.  Some  materials  for  these  schemes  have  been  delivered 
and  the  work  should  be  completed  early  in  1950. 

Samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the  parishes  from  the 
various  sources  have  been  subject  to  a comprehensive  examina- 
tion by  the  County  Analyst  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  with 
the  exception  of  one.  The  source  from  which  this  sample  was 
taken  is  now  abandoned.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  built-up  areas  of  eleven  parishes  of  the  fifteen  are 
sewered.  Apart  from  the  extension  of  the  existing  main  drain- 
age to  the  new  housing  sites  no  works  of  sewerage  or  sewage 
disposal  were  carried  out.  A sewer  extension  for  the  village 
of  Carleton  in  the  parish  of  St.  John’s  is  under  consideration.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour  has  been 
extended  to  collection  of  the  rear  of  premises  where  there  is 
secondary  means  of  access. 

The  vehicles  have  been  giving  a good  performance 
throughout  the  year  and  although  hard  pressed  at  holiday 
periods  have  maintained  the  service  without  the  assistance  of 
hired  vehicles. 

Many  of  the  refuse  tips  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Soil 
has  been  available  from  the  housing  sites  at  Cleator  Moor  and 
by  spreading  it  in  the  tip  a big  improvement  has  been  effected. 
It  is  hoped  that  as  soil  does  become  available  these  tips  will  be 
soiled  down  as  far  as  possible. 

Private  contractors  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse 
and  privy  contents  have  continued  to  deal  with  seventy- 
one  outlying  properties  distributed  in  the  following  parishes: 
Egremont  10,  Arlecdon  and  Frizington  45,  Weddicar  4,  and 
Moresby  12.
